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An attempt, which we hope will 
be successful, is being made in San 
Francisco to revive American ship- 
ping. Of late years our shipping 
has been gradually falling off and 
foreign ships are taking the trade. 
The American Shipping and In- 
dustrial League has been formed in 
* San Francisco, the object of which 

“tig to promote the development and 
distribution of the products of 
American labor by an extension of 
the Merchant Marine of the United 
States, and to establish thereby 
more intimate commerce al inter- 
course with other countries by fre- 
quent and direct muil sevice.’’ The 
league will convene at the rooms 
of fthe Chamber of Commerce of 
San Francisco, June 21, 1887, at 2 
o'clock Pp. M. All Boards of Trade, 
corporations, organizations, and in- 
dustrial interests, whether agri- 
oultural, manufacturing, or com- 
mercial, sympathetic with this 
important national economic ob- 
ject, are cordially invited to send 
representatives to co-operate in this 
work for the restoration of the 
American ships built and owned in 
the United States. 

This is a most important meeting 
and it is to be hoped that there will 
be a large attendance. It is the 
history of every natiow that when 
its shipping languishes and falls 
away, the other industries of the 
nation are seriously affected. It is 
through commercial intercourse 
with other nations that success is 
guaranteed, and this intercourse 
must be carried on through our own 
ships and not through ships of for- 
eign countries. It is the duty of 
this Government to protect in 
every way possible this great inter- 
est and not tosmother it through 
foreign subsidies. 

' The Democratic organs of the 
country are terribly alarmed at the 
fact that the present administration 
is collecting $10,000,000 a month in 
taxes from the people beyond the 
needs of the Government.

The Wheat Panic. 
Cuicaao, June 16. 

The exciting scenes of yesterday and 
the day before were not wiinessed at 
the opening of the board this morn- 
ing. Thefew who had gathered in the 
galleries before the opening, soon tired 
ot the calm which prevailed and de- 
parted. It was given out that Ker- 
shaw would announce at Il o’clock 
whether he would be able to meet his 
claims or not, It is generally con- 


ceded that everything depends on 
Kershaw’s actions. Some members 
are of the opinion that he will pull 
through, buta majority are doubtful 
onthe subject. Scarcely any trading 
is being done, and prices are fluctuat- 
ing. Thereare rumors of impending 
failures, but everything awaits the an- 
nouncement to be made by Kershaw. 
In tho meantime, business is ata 
standstill. July wheat opened at 73 
and has fluctuated between that figure 
and 72%. 

1 Pp. M.—As soon as it became known 
that nobody had failed to get through 
the clearing house, although nothing 
definite had been heard from Kershaw, 
yet a feeling of confidence became 
general, and the members at once be- 
gan trading moderately, and prices 
became firmer, and a general advance 
inall options occurred. July wheat 
which had fluctuated all _ this 
morning between 72% and 73, ad- 
vanced slightly and closed at 73. 
Just at the close of the morning ses- 
sion John J. Bryant & Co. announced 
that they desired that all their trades 
be closed out... This is a heavy failure, 
involving over $150,000.

John W. Mackay laid over here

things Mr. Mackay said to a Ga- 
ZETTE reporter that ‘the Con. Va. 
mine is looking first-rate, In fact

He also said: “What a great 
change 1s coming over Nevada. In

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OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


The South Side—HKindergarten— 
How Things Are Taught. 

This morning in search of itemsa 
GAZETTE reporter, in company with 
Trustee Taylor, visited some of our 
schools. The first call was at the 
South Side School, taught by Miss 
Frank Grippen. The school-room 
there is large and airy. Unusually 
cheerful, however, it seemed this 
morning, with its white walls orna- 
mented with pictures of various kinds, 
Flowers on the desk and in the win- 


dows, too, were a noticeable feature, 
there being no less than tweive 
boquets in the different parts of the 
room. A love for the wsthetic and the 
beautiful is an essential requisite in 
the qualifications necessary to be a 
teacher. Witbout neatness, order and 
a taste for art, no One may bope to win 
public favor as a teacher of youth and 
a wodel for children to imitate. 

Miss Grippen has 46 pupils varying 
in ages from six vears to 10 years. 
The reporter heard two recitations, 
one each in arithmeticand geography. 
Io arithmetic the children were ques- 
tioned on numbers, any combination 
of which would not exceed 10. In the 
illustrations there were used objects 
and lines on the board. Conspic- 
uously absent was the memorizing of 
tables and old stereotyped answers to 
questions. Evidently Miss Grippen 
undarstands the grouping of numbers 
and the separation of the same, mak- 
ing what is sometimes called the Grube 
method. 

Neither in geography was a book 
used; the lesson was whoily oral. The 
children had not spent their time in 
learning by heart the names of the 
cities, mountains, lakes and rivers of 
Asia, Australia and Africa, They did 
give evidence that they had seen 
the Truckee river, and in it 
or alongside of it, islands 
capes, peninsulas, etc.; they know 
something of the mountaios, lakes, 
cities, towns, products, State officers 
and the general resources of Nevada; 
they know whence coime coflee, cot- 
ton, silk, corn, coal, iron, silver, goid 
and other products—which kunow!l- 
edge is of more value than the com- 
mitting to memory, and soon to be 


‘| forgotten, all of the ten thousand geo- 


graphical uames of foreign countries 
and found in the text-book. It was 
evident here that the teacher is, to 
some extent, independent of text 
books, and to a greatextent free from 
the fogyisms that bring reproach upon 
many of the schools in Nevada. ‘The 
Board should furnish Miss Grippen 
with charts, maps, supplewentary 
readers, counters of various kinds; 
objects as minerals, agricultural pro- 
ducts, models for botany and physi- 
ology, and other recent invenotions for 
illustration. If they formed a part of 
the necessary fixtures of this school 
Mis: Grippen would know how to do 
soand would make excellent use of 
them. The progressive spirit shown 
by Miss Grippen in the methods of 
teaching used in ber school is com- 
meéendable and should be encouraged. 


THE KINDERGARTEN, 


The next visit made was at the Kin- 
dergarten, taught by Misses J. E. 
McCracken and Ada Finlayson. The 
Kindergarten is always full of interest 
and no less so this morning than 
usual. Among the other things done 
by the children this morning was the 
‘“‘stick-laying,”’ forming angles and 
figures of various kinds, aiso “‘paper- 
folding.”’ The children were given 
each colored paper about four inches 
square to make up into different fig- 
ures. These figures represent things 
such as pigs, double boats, salt-sellers, 
boat with cabin, boat with sail, papa’s 
hat, wood-box, horse-car; also mathe- 
matica] figures such as acute angles,ob- 
iuse angles, parallograms,sq uares, hex - 
agons, heptagons, octagous and the 
like. Out of this one piece of paper 
four inches — are made fifty fig- 
ures represeuting various Objects of 
interest. Space does not permit in 
this issue a description of this school 
such as it merits. There are in the 
school 26 pupils, daily at work in their 
peculiar kind of studies, which origi- 
nated with Froebel just fifty years ago. 
Miss McCracken and her assistant are 
doing for these little tots what the 
public school does not, and cannot do; 
the school is a credit to the educa- 
tional spirit of Reno.
